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Many ufeful Inventions are already brought to perfections and pub- 
lijhed ; and many more are dextroujly commenced. 

In the Preface to my laftforegoing Volume , / foUicited for Na¬ 
tural Hijlories of Countries : And new J fee very much done in 
that kind ; and / hear of much more in the hands of many judici¬ 
ous Philofophjtrs, learned Gentlemen , induflrious Students, and 
noble travellers. And' ingenious Travellers are now furnifhed 
withextraordinary accommodations jhat were not known to former 
Ages; fuch as Thermometers, Barofcopes, Hygrofcopes, Mi- 
crofcopes,Te!eicopes, Micrometers, exalt Scales and Weights, 
promptly to weigh Liquors, and, with other circumjlanees , to ex¬ 
amine the intrinfic value of all Coins and Medals or Metals ; 
Pendulum Watches, Inftruments and Indexes for Magnetical 
Variations, and Inclinatory Needles, and other helps to come to 
afcertain Longitudes; and other Mechanical Contrivances for ma¬ 
nifold Ufcs. And every branch of Mathematicks , pure and mixt, 
Arithmetick, Geometry , Aftronomy , Architecture, all Ingenuous 
Arts are daily rendred more eafie and more pregnant. 

Thefe the moft Intelligent and Induflrious , being fame of them 
in full Bodies affo dated, well fetled and devoted for Jolid Truth in 
all our be ft Academies ; and others led by their own Genius and 
jdfairs, to undertake inquifttive Journeys by Sea and Land 5 we 
cannot fufpech a Relapfe, nor fail of a perpetual Progrefs in found 
and ujeful knowledge , to the fatufaClien of all the Ingenuous. 
Some jlgrefic Observations and Advertifementsfrom Dr. John 
Beale communicated to the Publifher. 

I N Devonfhire they mingle black Mulberies fully ripe, with 
a full bodied Cider in the time of grinding or preiling the 
Apple,with difcretion for tinfture and relifh : And there they 
efteem it a very wholfom and flout wine. Of this Mulbery- 
cider, fome notice was given from Devonfhire long fmce, as may 
be feen i n the Phil. Tran fa Cl. Vol. 2.Numb. 2 7 ,p. 503. Sept. 1667. 

3 Tis Arrange, that in nine or ten years fince this was publifb- 
ed, the pra&ife hath not been fpread into other Countries, 
where they abound with flrong and winy Cider ; many being 
willing that their Cider fhould in tinfture reftmble Claret, 
Tent, or Alicant wine. 

But it may feem, that we do yet retain fomewhat of our Fa* 
thers averfnefsfromplantingMulberies,wl;ich they fhewed near 
ihebegining of King James his Reign , to our great lofs and 

fbame.

fhame. This Ingenious and Learned Kings moft obliging and 
admirable Letter to all the Lords and Deputies Lieutenants, 
and to all the Gentry and Ingenious, may yet be Teen in Hart• 
libs Legacy, 14 th* Defic, p 59. edit * 4*. 

Of this 1 am fure (for I had a hand in promoting it with Mr. 
Hartlib, An. 165 r, 52, 53.) that Silkworms will profper and 
work very kindly in England, as far as they were tried. In the 
North of Cbejhire and in Huntingtonfbire, and in Ireland in the 
County of Cavon in Ulfier , amoifterplace than moft parts of 
England, fome of my acquaintance gathered from their own 
Silkworms, filk enough to knit for themfelves gloves, ftockins, 
and waftcoats of (ilk. The want of Mulberies was only then 
their difcouragenient 5 which did put them to make unprof- 
perous trials upon other leaves: I chink, the Rafpyleaf and 
Strawbery-leaf was leaft hurtful to the worms,but none befides 
Mulbery-leaves fufficient for their work. 

And the faireft Mulbery, both for the fruit and for the li¬ 
quor, and the Marmalade they made of it, were in higheft e- 
lleem in Italy when Rome was in her height for luxury ; gene¬ 
rally prefer’d before any fruit they had entertain’d from Africa 
or Afia, or other parts of their wide Dominions, fome hundreds 
of years before they had any thought of Aurelian filk in Italy 
or Naples. I will prove it: 

Cum cants Erigones flagrans Hypertonia ajlu 
J.rboreos aperit foetus, cumulataque moris 
Candida fanguineo manat fifcella cruore, 

Tunc piacox biferd defcendit ab arbore ficus, 
jdrmeniifque, & ceereolis , pr unify ue Damafci 
Stipantur calathi , & pomis qtt<e barbara per (is 
sJMtferat —— 

Here the Mulbery hath the precedence before the faireft Fig, 
the Abricot, Prunes of the beft forts, and the Peach which (he 
faith) had forfaken the noxioufnefs which it had in Perjia, by 
the change of foyl in Italy. 

Ambrofios prabent fuccos oblita nocendi • 

He goes on with other Paviesor Peaches from Perjia , and other 
fruits in higheft efteeni. 

And Palladios (at leaft 200 years after Columella) teacheth 
to make the Quidenie of Mulberies, called Diamor»n, of the 
Juice of Mulberies, without any other mixture, only boyled 
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with hony(they had no other fugar then,for their Marmalades) 
to a confiftence. "tunc duos partes facet ipfitts & unam ntellis mif- 
cebisyfr wifi a cur ibis id pinguedinem mellis excoquere, Pill. Sept, 
tit, 16. And he fliews, how the Muibery may be graffed on 
the Figjand how propagated beft rather by the offset or trun¬ 
cheon, than by the fpade; Mori nafeuntur, ex femine, fie & 
poma (fr virgulta degenerant, Serenda efl taleis vel cacumi- 
nibusy melius autem taleis fefquipedalibtss, ac fimo cblitis ; Feb. 
Tit, 25. Conjlantine confirms the fame , 1 .1 o,c, 6 $. & 70. Pal¬ 
ladia* fin the !aft recited place,}fhows how the Muibery may be 
graffed on the Fi-g, or the faireft Mulbcries on the Vulgar, only 
bygraffing within the x:\x\d-.lnferitur injicoy&infe tan turn fub cor - 
the. He wasan i'luftrious perfon, and had large Mannors or 
Territories in Italy, Naples , and Sardinia ; and he emits no¬ 
thing of worth ; yet neither he, nor any one of the ancient 
Greeks and Latins, hath fo much as a hint of the Silken trade. 
The MuJbery requireth a rich , fucculent and rank ground, 
which is not wanting in the approaches of any of our Cities 
and Towns, And Mr. Evelyn hath written as well as can be 
written, both to iiiftrudl, and to encourage the planting of 
Mulberies, Sylva ch. 9. 2*, Edit. And this is a feafonable and 
fufficient hint for Gardners and Nurfery- men, particularly for 
thofe that have good and ftrong Cider. 

The white Mulberies (as we call them) are for the fineft filk; 
but for our prefent intentions, to mingle with Cider , and for 
cur Junkets , (as Palladius hath hinted to usj we fliould fend 
for the moft delicious Mulberies, which may be had in Naples , 
Sicily , Virginia, or any of the Eafl or Wejfalndies : Not trufting 
to the Seed, for the cautions we have from Conjlantine /. 10. c. 
69.and from Palladius , Febr.Tit, 25. Morus ; but by all means, 
to have young Plants of the beft forts, Pent in boxes, contain- 
ingfome of the connatural foyl. Thus, if the Gardens about 
London were well furnilh’t,they might eafily be difperfed into 
other parts, without more ado : For,few plants may be more 
eafily propagated, whem they are young. A few rooted Mul* 
beries,. being prelVd down, and cover’d with earth in fit pla* 
ces,fo t hat the eyes may be very lightly cover’d,and the fprouts 
or branchesfif there be any)may be cut very near to the ground; 
or a good branch, after due depth of the bigger end in the rich 
mold,thus order’d as before 3 will foon become a perpetualNur- 
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fery.And if the worft Malberies were well difperfed, they may 
be foonamended by putting the largeft black Mulbery upon 
that of the final 1 kind ; it being certain, that it takes better up¬ 
on that,than upon the white Mulbery, faith the experienced Le 
Gendre ,where he direfts the moftagreable Graftings and Ino¬ 
culations,^.53. If it beobje&ed, That‘cis a tediouscuriofity 
to fend fo far for the fweeteft Mu.beries and the moft vinous: I 
anfwer, that foml- good men may be of another judgment; and 
ve£y few were hitherto aware of our twofold concernment, 
wfijch is here demon trated experimentally. And every year we 
have many Exotics (at great charges, and of much lefs worth) 
imported $ coo many,meerly to be confumed here,and to excite 
and foment luxury: whereas thefe are permanent amongftus, 
and to be propagated in a'i parts for the great benefit of all 
England. And all that are hearty for the Advancement of their 
own Nurferies, may for their own profit, take (under the fame 
care) this, and ail the ufeful Vegetables herein mentioned. 

2.This is the feafon to plant and propagate by feed, fuckers, 
offsets, flips, truncheons, or to grafF ( as is belt agreable to the 
feveral kindsj the PortugalQu;nce,thefaireft Warden, the two 
fortsof French Cheftnucs, the largeft We,fhnur,or Walnut, the 
belt Filberds which are fweeter to many than the Jordan 
Almond, (and Afmonds and excellent Figs do grow here kindly 
by a little help of a funny bank,) and the black clufter Grape, 
and the beft white Grape, and many other Grapes fit for cur 
Climate, both for food and for wine. Ceiumella (hows L 3. 9, 
quomido Amine as fences facias', how one excellent Vine may be 
propagated ail overa province fpeeddyjhow in twoyear$,two 
acres of Vineyards were fully ftored from one Vine by grafting, 
and to an incredible abundance of wine. Great choice of all 
thefe, and of many other excellent,fruitful and delicious plants 
may be had from the London Gardiners for all England Ik Wales, 

3* Vinous(hrubs are now coming into fafhlon ; of thefe do 
fome make Sugar-wines by art, to be compared (for wholtfom- 
nefsand pleafantnefs to many palates) with rich wines of the 
Grape. For the Sugarcane doth hardly yield to any Vine in the 
world, or other Plant, faith Ligen ( a man of a judicious guft) 
/>.8 5.and Mr. IT. in his Vinet.Brit. hath well recommended thefe 
Vinetum fhrubs, and diretted the manner of making and order¬ 
ing thefe Vines; and (God willingjic fliall Haortly be more fit!* 
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Iy,or at leaft in greater variety, direfledby the experience and 
approbation ofPerfonsof Honour &of curious judgment.Good 
choice may be had of thefe Plants from Mr.R. Ball of Brain ford 
for the Weftern Road; and we hope,their Meath,Metheg’in,and 
their Hony-drinks will in a ftiort time give place tothefeSugar- 
wines,when perfedly well made; Hony being better for the A- 
pothecaries, and far dearer than Sugar,if fome joyn to buy fugar 
m grofs, f ooor20oi.tveight ata time,or more,immediately from 
the American Merchants, And befides,’tis good imploymentfor 
poor women and children to gather the fruit; and a fpecial im¬ 
provement of our wafte Lands and Heaths by the help of the 
Plough and Spade, only by turning the Turf, and burnt Heath, 
(if there beanyj into the trenches or pits made by the Plough 
or Spade, for banks or beds. Doubtl zfsDtamorum abovementi- 
oned will be much amended by fugar,inftead of hony then ufed. 

4. And fince fome parts of England have yet need of Importu¬ 
nity for hortulan improvements,! beg leave to rranferibe out of 
the Gazetts , as follows: Garden feeds of all forts may be had 
in fmall or great quantides,ofMr.?W,at the Red Crofsand Gol¬ 
den Lyon in Soper lane near Cheapftde j the ancient place for 
Garden feeds in London . 

$. llopclover , or the largefl Trefoil-feed, which is faid to im¬ 
prove Lands not worth fix (hillings per acre, for pafture, to be 
worth twenty, or thirty (hillings (mentioned in PhiLTranf. Vol. 
3.^37.^725.) is cleanfed from the husk, and other feeds, by 
Mr. R. Hainers of Sullington in Suffex ; and may be had at the 
Crofs Keys in Lumbar d-fir eetpr at th t Naked Boy in the Strand , 
with a Bill directing theufeof it. And the fame Hopclover-feed, 
from the firft years husked feed, and cleaned from all courfe 
Grafs-feed, may be had from Mr. Jacob Robert Junior, in the 
Fhyftck Garden at Oxford $ and of Mr .George Sidley Sadler,at the 
Falcon in Fleet fireet^where likewife very good St.Foine may be 
had. And I hope,and pray heartily,that this maybe the blefled 
feafon, in which our Right Honorable and worthy Patriots, 
fhall devife & countenance fuch Expedients,as themfelves (hall 
judge to be mofteffe&ual to recover and revive our Dorn eft ic 
Trade,and to promote Real Improvements all over England and 
Wales—The refi of this Letter is referved for the Trail of jtprif 
that the Reader may not fail of variety.
